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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

This Office Action is in response to applicant's RCE filed on April 15 2009. Claims 1-40 have 
been canceled. Applicants' newly add claims 41-46. Claims 41-46 are presented for 
examination. 

Election/Restrictions 
1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 . 

I. Claims 41-44, drawn to an information distribution service providing which has a 
server system and at least one information provider terminal connected to the server 
system, for distributing information designated by an information provider, via a network 
from the server system to mobile information terminals of service users for which 
utilization of an information providing service has been registered wherein said 
information provider includes. . . .means for distributing preferentially the information 
designated by the information provider to the mobile information terminals of service 
users who have said attributes and are present in the zones of high distribution density, 
means for accepting and storing reaction of the service users to the distributed 
information; means for analyzing the accepted user reaction and means for statistically 
processing results of the analysis and outputting a report, classified in class 709, subclass 
223. 

II. Claims 45-46, drawn to an information distribution service providing which has a 
server system and at least one information provider terminal connected to the server 
system, for distributing information designated by an information provider, via a network 
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from the server system to mobile information terminals of service users for which 
utilization of an information providing service has been registered wherein said 
information provider includes. ...means for estimating distance between a region with 
high distribution density and the location of the information provider and means for 
notifying the region with high distribution density to the information provider terminal if 
said distance is shorter than a set distance; wherein the service provider delivers, via the 
server system, the information to the service users who have said attributes and are 
present in the notified region with high distribution density, classified in class 709, 
subclass 203. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from another because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as sub-combinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The sub-combinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as in a method where 
reception means for receiving a retrieval result which is based on the retrieval condition, device 
ability information and information representing ability of a device driver for the device and 
which is expressed in a form for discriminating a function executable by the device driver and 
the display control means for causing a display unit to display the retrieval result received by 
said reception means (as set forth in invention II). See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143).
